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A REVIEW OF CHROMOSOME NUMBERS 
IN THE GESNERIACEAE

Of the135 known genera of the Gesneriaceae, 71 have had a count made 
of the chromosome complement of at least one species. A few genera are well 
known cytologically relative to the number of species, e.g., Streptocarpus, Co- 
lumnea, Sinningia, etc. This knowledge reflects the fact that workers have 
specialized in certain genera and that the well-known genera have received 
particular attention due to their horticultural value. Other genera, e.g., Cyr- 
tandra and Besleria in particular, have had little study relative to the numbers 
of known species. These two genera, each having hundreds of species, have 
had only a few counts made. They have little horticultual potential and thus 
are seldom grown in cultivation for counts to be made from living plants. 

The earliest reported chromosome count in the Gesneriaceae was made 
in 1923 by Oehlkers who studied Monophyllaea horsfieldii R. Br. Most of 
the more recent counts were made during the decade of the 1960's by R. E. 
Lee, primarily working on the New World Gesneriaceae (Gesnerioideae), at 
Cornell University in Ithaca, NY, and by J. A. Ratter and his colleagues, pri- 
marily working on the Old World Gesneriaceae (Cyrtandroideae), at the 
Royal Botanic Garden, Edinburgh, UK. Each examined and reported on a 
broad range of genera. Several additional counts have been reported every 
year since (Skog 1982). 

Although many additional species of Gesneriaceae are available in cul- 
tivation (mostly from wild origin), counting and the subsequent study of 
chromosomal morphology have been hampered by the small size of the 
chromosomes. Ratter (1975) reports the smallest (less than 1 um) observed 
chromosomes in Aeschynanthus and Cyrtandra. The largest known are in a 
species of Agalmyla (over 3 um in length). 

The chromosome number ranges widely among the genera of the Ges- 
neriaceae. Thirty different numbers are so far known. The most frequent 
count is n = 9, found in 13 genera. Two other peaks occur at n = 13 and 
n = 16, these numbers found in 11 genera each. The lowest count known is 
n = 4 found in Chirita pumila D. Don. This low count probably is another 
example of the trend toward reduced DNA in weedy, short-lived, herbaceous 
species (Bennett 1972). The highest known count is n = 64 for Streptocarpus 
hildebrandtii Vatke from Madagascar. 

More than one haploid chromosome number can occur among the dif- 
ferent species in a genus. Genera of the Cyrtandroideae appear to be less uni- 
form in chromosome number and appear particularly prone to dysploidy. 
Didymocarpus has 11 different haploid counts known — 9, 11, 12, 14, 16, 
18, 19, 22, 27, 28, and +45. The closely related Chirita has 7 known haploid 
numbers — 4, 9, 10, 14, 46, 17, and 18. Aeschynanthus, Boea and Strepto- 
carpus each have 5 different haploid counts. In the New World subfamily 
Gesnerioideae no genus has more than 3 different known haploid counts, 
e.g., Achimenes, Gesneria. The apparent uniformity of numbers in the Ges- 
nerioideae has been a strong factor when combined with breeding data to 
unite genera, e.g., Hypocyrta with Nematanthus, Rechsteineria with Sinningia 
(Moore 1973). In addition, the uniformity of differing basic numbers has 
been used as the determining factor in segregating species in a genus into one

or more genera, e.g., Moussonia from Kohleria (Wiehler 1975b) and Euco- 
donia from Achimenes (Wiehler 19776). In the latter case the difference in 
the basic chromosome number and the lack of fertile hybrids between the 
two genera (as measured by pollen fertility) outweighed the lack of any ap- 
parent decisive morphological differences in segregating the two genera. Little 
combining or segregating of genera based on chromosome counts or hybrid 
sterility has occurred in the Cyrtandroideae. 

As can be seen from the list of chromosome counts that follows, poly- 
ploidy seems to be an occasional occurrence, seemingly more common in the 
Cyrtandroideae than in the Gesnerioideae as pointed out by Ratter (1975). 
Ratter considered the ancestral basic number in the Cyrtandroideae to be 8 
or 9 and that the diversification and speciation of genera such as Cyrtandra, 
Saintpaulia, and Streptocarpus has taken place at the tetraploid level. In the 
Gesnerioideae the most common basic number is x = 9 with x = 13 being 
next most common. 

Polyploidy within one species very rarely extends beyond the tetra- 
ploid level, but 3 levels of ploidy are found in Aeschynanthus ellipticus Lau- 
terb. & K. Schum. with n = 16, 32, and 48. Haberlea rhodopensis Friv. with 
n = 19, 22, and 24 is one of the more striking examples of differing counts 
within a single species that appears in the list below. 

The counts in the following list are either gametic (n) or somatic (2n) as 
given in the original publication. The names of the plants follow current usage.
